REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


\ 


FELLOW CITIZENS OF CAMPTON: 

Iam most happy to gratefully acknowlege the general 
courtesy with which [ have been favored in my superintend- 
ance of your schools the past year. Especially would I make 
honorable mention of the scholars in the schools for their re- 
spectful attention to whatever 1 have had to say of the pre- 
ciousness oftheir present opportunities. The success of schools 
in arural community like ours, must, of necessity, depend 
chiefly upun the interest taken in them. Money and time are 
much limited. Yet, it would almost pay to import a High 
school for the sake of the incentive it would give to our schol- 
ars by the prospect of promotion. Perhaps at sometime this 
want may besupplied in a measure by the adoption for our 
schools of regular progressive courses of study. Meanwhile 
much must depend upon the enthusiasm of the teachers and 
patrovs. Public interest in education will always depend 
largely, if not chiefly, upon the zeal of the more intelligent 
and educated part of the community. They are prepared to 
appreciate, in‘some good measure, the worth of educational 
privileges and should exert their influence accordingly. 

Of the $1,500 available from all sources for our schools 
this year, the benefit of about one-fifth, or 8300 was practically 
lost by non-attendance and absences. Every scholar in town 
was entitled to the benefit of 88 days of schooling at a current 
expense of about $1.20 per day for an average school of twenty 
scholars. Practically the cost is the same if but one scholar 
should be present any day of the school. What does it profit 
then to take your scholar out now and then for a little work at 
such a price, and at the loss of a benefit which should be 
above all price? Farmers raise stock not for its present wortl., 
but for its value at maturity. How much more should the 
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school-days of the children be held precious for sake of the 
coming men and women who are the hope of all that is good 
-and dear in our christian civilization! The childrer need all 
these days, too few at best, and should have them free as_ pos- 
sible from all burdens of other tasks, that they may gain the 
fullest benefit from them. 


Most ef the teachers have done good work, some very 
good, as the special reports will show. Some could not very 
well help illustrating a late proposition of the Boston Monday 
Lectureship that ‘“‘The average ability of the race is not equal 
to its present tasks.’? How can an average teacher be expect- 
ed to produce the best results in schools divided into about as 
many classes as scholars in eich branch of study? Especially 
when many of the scholars are ambitious only to avoid all 
personal effort as much as possible? Some teachers, sad to say, 
do much to foster mental weakness in their scholars, by a 
most pernicious habit of suggesting answers for them in vari- 
ous ways. This cannot be too much deprecated. It is gross 
injustice to the scholars, and should be branded as high mis- 
demeanor. 


The general statistics are as follows: Whole number of 
different scholars enrolled and attending school not less than 
two weeks, 318; 169 boys, 149 girls. Number under 6 years 
of age, 21; number over 16, 50; number between 6 and 16, 
247. Number of scholars between the ages of 5 and 15, as 
reported by the Selectmen, 191. Average daily attendance for 
all the schools during the year, 224. Number of scholars pres- 
ent every day of their schools for the year, 20. Not absent for 
aterm, 107; not tardy, 200. Number with a clean record, 56. 
Number studying arithmetic in all the terms, 412; grammar, 
97; geography, 230; history, 32; book-keeping, 28; algebra, 
7; physiology, philosophy and Latin, 1 each. 


Vocal music and drawing received some general attention 
in two schools with good benefit. Whole number of different 
teachers employed, cighteen, all but one of whom had taught 
before. Six districts have employed but one teacher each, 
usually much to the advantage of their schools. 
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District No 1. 


David B. Pulsifer, Prudential Committee. One winter 
term of eighty days with 11 scholars; 9 were absent 69 days, 9 


tardy 23 times, and but one had a clean record for the full — he 


term. Taught by Miss Ellen W. Smith ot Holderness. with 
much pains and faithfulness. Some scholars made excellent 
progress. ‘I'he obedience of the large boys did not appear to 
be as hearty as was desirable. 


District No. 2. 


Henry L. Clark, Prudential Committee. Summer term, 


forty-five days, 27 scholars; 21 absent 72 days, 21 tardy 60 — 
times, clean record for the term, 8. Miss Sarah M. Sargent, 


of Plymouth, teacher, a graduate from the Normal school. 
She evidently had much trial of her patience, and the schoo] 
was not very satisfactory. Winter term extended to seventy 
days by private subscription; 32 scholars, 25 absent 82 days, 28 
tardy 156 times, clean record, 0.. Miss Clara E. Leach of 
Moultonboro’, taught with much dignity and efficiency. The 
school made good progress with some special excellencies in 


arithmetic.

Summer term, 
ferty-four days; 16 scholars, 13 absent 116 days, 15 tardy 36 
times, clean record, 1. Miss Frances A. George of Rumney, 
teacher. Quiet, efficient and of excellent qualifications. Spe- 
cial interest was shown by general exercises at the close of 
each day’s session in practical arithmetic, history and general 
information. Winter term, forty-five days; 18 scholars, 14 
absent 13 days, 8 tardy 19 times, clean record, 2. Taught by 
Mrs. Ella J. Norton, who was recommended by the Prudential 
Committee as an experienced teacher who had taught in the 
district before. No notice was given of the close of the term. 


District No. 9. 


Francis E. Morse, Prudeutial Committee. Summer term, 
fifty-five days; 14 scholars, 10 absent 26 days, 8 tardy 16 times, 
clean record, 3. Taught by Miss Mattie Rogers of Campton, a 
teacher of very good experience under whom the school did 
well. Winter term, fifty days; 21 scholars, 20 absent 75 days, 
12 tardy 105 times, clean record, 0. Miss Mary E. Rogers of 
Campton, taught with that facility which naturally results 
from long and successful experience. The scholars were much 
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_ interested and profited by various general exercises, and there 


was marked proficiency in recitations from outline maps. It 
seemed expedient for the good of this school to dismiss one of 
ae eVhe large boys who made much annoyance by continual law- 
—_ lessness.

Both terms were 
tauzht by Miss Amelia H. Tomkinson of Plymouth, as her 
first experience. She showed some lack of energy and power 
to interest, but did fairly well the second term.
